FAITH, HOPE AND LOVE

"And now abideth faith, hope, love, these three, 
but the greatest of these is love" (I Cor. 13:13). 

St. Paul had been discussing, in I Cor. 13, some of 
the miraculous signs that were to vanish away as God's 
revelation became complete. But faith, hope and love, 
he declared, would abide as a triune evidence of true 
Christianity. 

These three are all we need in the present "dispensation 
of the grace of God." Any church where faith, hope and love 
are found in abundant measure is a "full" church. It may 
have but a few members, but what greater blessing could it 
wish for than faith, hope and love in its fellowship? 

Faith, hope and love are a trinity often referred to in St. 
Paul’s epistles. Each is of basic importance in its way, and 
none can exist without the other two. 

Faith is of primary importance. "Without faith it is 
impossible to please [God]" (Heb 11:6), and how can there 
be hope and love without faith? 

Hope holds the central place among the three. Hope in 
the Bible is more than a wish; it is the opposite of despair, 
an eager anticipation of blessings to come. Hope is the 
Christian's experience, his living with eternity's glory in 
view. 

Love is the crowning virtue of the three; it is the fruit 
of faith and hope, and is greatest in the sense that it is "the 
bond of perfectness." Moreover, love is eternal. Some day, 
for every true believer, "faith will vanish into sight; hope 
be emptied in delight" and love will reign supreme. 

May God help us, in our fellowship with each other, to 
evidence a full measure of faith, hope and love.

DR. C. ARTHUR INSKO 
November 22.1910 - June 28. 2012 


C. Arthur Insko, Th.D., 
Retired Professor of Chris¬ 
tian Ethics passed away 
June 28, 2012 at the age of 
101. He was predeceased 
in February 9, 2000 by his 
wife of 68 years, the for¬ 
mer Elizabeth Alene Mat¬ 
thews. Dr. Insko, Arthur, 
was bom November 22, 
1910 on a farm near Ger¬ 
mantown, Kentucky. His 
Father, Leslie Insko, and 
Mother, Mary Elizabeth 
(also an Insko) were both 
descended from ancestors 
who left the Delaware Val¬ 
ley to come down the Ohio 
River into northern Ken¬ 
tucky prior to the American 
Revolution. Other ances¬ 
tors included the brother 
of Simon Kenton, an early 
pioneer and explorer who 
arrived in Kentucky before 
Daniel Boone, and Freder¬ 
ick Kurtz, who left Witten- 
burg, Germany to escape 
conscription in Bismarck’s 
army. 

Despite the fact that 
neither of his parents nor 
his older brother, Andrew 
Gordon, had finished high 
school, Arthur’s Father sup¬ 
ported his son’s desire for 
an education and provided 
him with a horse and bug¬ 
gy to get to a high school 
in Germantown where he 
graduated valedictorian. As 
he drove along the road to 
Germantown, school chil¬ 
dren would frequently at¬ 
tempt to hitch a ride so that 
by the time he got to town 
there would be kids hang¬ 
ing all over the buggy. 

Arthur subsequently 
graduated from Cumber¬ 
land College, Georgetown 
College, and obtained an 
MA in English from the 
University of Kentucky. 
During these years he 
taught all nine grades in a 
one-room school, married 
Elizabeth (daughter of the 
local Baptist minister), was 
principal of the high school 
in Augusta, Kentucky, and 
taught English in the high 
school in Fort Thomas, 
Kentucky. Following his 
ordination as a Baptist 
minister he obtained BD, 
Th.M., and Th.D. degrees 
from the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary in 
Louisville, Kentucky. After 
graduation his reluctance 
to leave Kentucky led him 
to turn down several of¬ 
fers to join the faculty at 
Golden Gate Baptist Theo¬ 
logical Seminary in Berke¬ 
ley, California. In 1950 he 
finally accepted the posi¬ 
tion and moved the fam¬ 
ily to Berkeley and then to 
Tiburon when the seminary 
moved across the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay to Mill Valley. At 
Golden Gate Seminary he 
had a distinguished career 
as a Professor of Christian 
Ethics. During the academ¬ 
ic year 1961-62 he spent a 
sabbatical leave at Union 
theological Seminary in 
New York City. 

During the 25 plus 
years in California the 
family made annual, sum¬ 
mer trips to Kentucky and 
South Carolina to maintain 
connections with family. In 
the early years these trips 
were particularly chal¬ 
lenging because they were 
made without the benefit of 
interstate highways or air- 



conditioned cars. 

After retirement Ar¬ 
thur and Elizabeth moved 
to South Carolina where 
he was a visiting pastor 
and interim pastor in vari¬ 
ous Baptist churches. He 
served twice as a visiting 
professor at Midwestern 
Baptist Theological Semi¬ 
nary in Kansas City, Mis¬ 
souri, and once at Golden 
Gate Baptist Seminary. 
Arthur and Elizabeth sub¬ 
sequently moved to Dur¬ 
ham and Chapel Hill North 
Carolina where he taught 
the adult Sunday school 
class at University Baptist 
Church-a class that fol¬ 
lowing his “retirement” 
was named after him. On 
his 100th birthday he was 
made a Kentucky Colonel. 
Arthur, Dr. Insko, pos¬ 
sessed an abundance of 
energy and an outgoing 
personality, loved books 
and learning, but always 
remained attached to farm 
life and his Old Kentucky 
Home. 

Dr. Insko is survived 
by his son, Chester A. In¬ 
sko, Jr. a professor in the 
Department of Psychol¬ 
ogy at the University of 
North Carolina, Chester’s 
wife Verla Clemens In¬ 
sko, a North Carolina state 
legislator, two grandsons 
and three great-grandchil¬ 
dren. Grandson Erik Ken¬ 
ton Insko is a radiologist 
in Charlotte and his wife 
Stephanie Ruth Vlcek In¬ 
sko is a Mercedes Benz 
fleet manager in Char¬ 
lotte. Their two children 
are Lauren Elizabeth, 10, 
and Nathaniel Kenton, 9. 
Grandson Kurt Brian Insko 
is a law enforcement offi¬ 
cer in Raleigh and his wife, 
Gina Rigsbee Insko, is a 
legislative assistant in Ra¬ 
leigh. They have one son, 
Thomas Wayne Insko, 14. 

Also surviving are Ar¬ 
thur’s younger sister Mil¬ 
dred King, a retired gram¬ 
mar school principal, her 
husband, Denver King, a 
retired U.S. postman, their 
daughter Nancy Elizabeth 
Markwell and her husband, 
Warren Markwell, all of 
Maysville, Kentucky, and 
the Markwell’s two chil¬ 
dren and four grandchil¬ 
dren. 

The funeral service 
was held on Saturday, July 
7 at 2 p.m. at the Palmer 
Funeral Home, German¬ 
town, KY with burial fol¬ 
lowing in the family plot 
at the Maple Grove Cem¬ 
etery in Germantown, KY. 
The funeral was preceded 
by visitation beginning at 
1 p.m. A memorial service 
will be held at the Univer¬ 
sity Baptist Church in Cha¬ 
pel Hill, NC - date to be 
announced.

150 th Anniversary 
Civil War Exhibit 
Coming To John P. 
Parker Museum 

Exhibit to Be on Display 
from July 13 to August 5 

The Civil War began 150 
years ago in April 1861, and 
Ohio was deeply involved, 
providing General Ulysses S. 
Grant and many other Union 
officers as well as more than 
300,000 Union troops to the 
war effort. Brown County 
families and those from sur¬ 
rounding counties in both 
Ohio and Kentucky have the 
opportunity to learn more 
about Ohio’s profound im¬ 
pact on the war in the com¬ 
ing months. John P. Parker 
Historical Society is proud to 
announce they will be host¬ 
ing the Ohio Historical Soci¬ 
ety’s new traveling exhibit, 
Ohio & the Civil War 150 
Years Later to commemorate 
the anniversary of the Civil 
War. 

The exhibit will be on 
display at the John P. Park¬ 
er Museum from July 13 to 
August 5, 2012. The John P. 
Parker Museum will be open 
during the hours of 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m. on Fridays, Saturdays, 
and from 12 to 5 p.m. on Sun¬ 
days.

Many middle-aged 
adults are finding themselves 
caring and supporting two 
generations- their children 
and their aging parents. 
While caregiving can be very 
rewarding, it often can bring 
additional emotional, physi¬ 
cal and financial stresses for 
caregivers as they try to bal¬ 
ance a career, parenting and 
elder care. 

According to the Family 
Caregiver Alliance, 520,000 
Kentucky informal care¬ 
givers provide 570 million 
hours of care each year. The 
estimated value of this care 
is worth more than $5.4 bil¬ 
lion. This support is most of¬ 
ten geared toward seniors by 
middle-aged daughters, who 
are balancing a full-time job 
on top of their other daily re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Here are a few tips for 
handling the physical and 
emotional stresses related to 
caregiving: 

• Recognize how you 
handle stress and what is 
stressing you. Put your 
stressors into perspective and 
make time for what is really 
important. 

• Remember you also 
need to take care of yourself. 

• Take physical and emo¬ 
tional breaks from caregiv¬ 
ing, such as going for a walk 
or reading a book. 

• Ask for help, including 
professional support. 

• Remember that the ex¬ 
ample you set by handling 
your stress is a model for the 
rest of your family. 

Reducing financial stress 
requires honesty between all 
parties involved in the care¬ 
giving process (your parents, 
your children and yourself). 
You should analyze your fi¬ 
nancial situation and be hon¬ 
est with your parents about 
how much financial support 
you can provide to them now 


and in the future. Your par¬ 
ents need to be honest with 
you about their monthly ex¬ 
penses. Reviewing your par¬ 
ents’ expenses may help you 
find ways where they can cut 
costs, such as buying generic 
products, seeking govern¬ 
ment assistance or moving in 
together to share monthly ex¬ 
penses. You should be honest 
with your children about the 
effects of caring for your ag¬ 
ing parents and make sure 
they know their needs come 
first. You may also want to 
seek support and advice from 
geriatric care managers, el¬ 
der care lawyers and finan¬ 
cial planners.

Howdy Folks! Whew! 
Last week was certainly hot, 
but thankfully, this week 
is predicted to be more 
comfortable and within 
the ‘normal’ range! It’s 
beginning to get a little scary 
though, as we are noticing 
more and more that we 
have lived through many of 
the record highs and lows 
that the weathermen like to 
give us each day! We are 
not complaining, just trying 
to remember those days, 
which the remembering part 
sometimes proves to be as 
much of a challenge as the 
weather itself! We have 
lived long enough to know 
that this too will pass and 
the cold winds will once 
again blow, but til then, we 
pray everyone stays cool, 
hydrated and that the rains 
will come as the Lord sees fit 
to send them! 

This Monday morning 
there is trash blowing in the 
wind as animals have gotten 
into a couple of trash cans 
that we passed by. It is so 
very important to maintain 
good trash cans with well¬ 
fitting lids to discourage 
any animals from helping 
themselves to what they 
consider the delicacies in 
the cans. Whether it is dogs, 
cats or wild animals, trash 
presents itself as fast food to 
animals so it is necessary to 
put bags of garbage into cans 
that are not so easily gotten 
into by our four-legged 
friends. Bracken County’s 
Solid Waste Ordinance No. 
87-002 went into effect on 
November 23, 1987, and 
contains the definitions of 
and requirements for solid 
waste storage containers in 
Section 2. 

A brief synopsis of 
Section 2.1 on Storage 
Containers Required states 
that the occupant of every 
dwelling unit, including 
businesses, has to have 
a sufficient and adequate 
container for storage of 
all solid waste and to keep 
the containers in good 
repair. Section 2.2 contains 
information on Solid Waste 
to be Stored in a Manner 


Prescribed by Ordinance 
and basically says that the 
containers and the area 
surrounding them has to 
be kept in a clean, neat and 
sanitary condition at all times 
so that rodents and vermin 
are not attracted to the area 
and that there is no fire 
hazard created. Section 2.3 
on Standards for Residential 
Storage Containers states 
that the containers should 
hold a minimum of ten 
gallons of trash, but not 
more than 35 gallons, be 
leak proof, waterproof, and 
fitted with a fly-tight lid that 
remains closed except when 
depositing or removing 
trash. When full, these cans 
should not weigh more than 
75 pounds and suggested 
containers that do not become 
brittle in cold weather are 
made of galvanized metal, 
rubber, fiberglass or plastic. 
Of course, the ordinance has 
a lot more information, but 
this gives you a peek into 
this law established in 1987. 

Since we have been 
working on the 5-Year 
Update of the Area Solid 
Waste Management Plan for 
Bracken County, we have 
had to refer to Ordinance 
No. 87-002 and other related 
ordinances to complete 
this required document for 
delivery to Frankfort by 
October 1. The completed 
rough draft is in the hands 
of the Solid Waste Advisory 
Committee whom we will 
meet with for finalization in 
a couple of weeks. The plan 
will be available for public 
viewing at Judge Bush’s 
office from tentatively July 
26 to August 24. Fiscal 
Court then reviews the plan 
and has to pass a Resolution 
to Adopt the Area Solid 
Waste Management Plan 
2013-2017 Update, the 
package goes to Frankfort 
for approval and then we are 
set for another five years! An 
important part of our update 
is continuing encouragement 
to everyone to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful! Be seein’ you

The Bracken County 4-H Horse Bowl Team has finished another year of competition. 
This year was busier than most with four competitions and one clinic. We attended the first 
judging clinic in this part of the state on March 10 th . There we learned how to judge differ¬ 
ent horse types, different disciplines, and how to prepare oral reasons. 

Our first competition was a grooming contest at the Kentucky Horse Park on March 
31. There our team and friends got to take a written test on horses and grooming tools. 
Then they were tested on proper grooming of a horse. The junior team groomed Dodger, 
while the senior team groomed the mustang Rex. The senior team placed first. 

The second competition we attended was the State Horse Judging contest on June 6 th at 
Frankfort. We had three members of our team attend with Georganna placing 9 th and Maria 
placing 8 th . 

The third competition was the State Horse Bowl Competition on June 14 th in Lexington. 
Horse Bowl is an academic competition where teams use buzzers to try to answer ques¬ 
tions about horses. Our junior team of all first-year-competitors tied in their second game 
but lost in overtime. The senior team placed 3 rd in senior horse bowl. Emily placed 1 st as 
an individual. 

The next day was our fourth competition. Hippology (the study of the horse) has four 
different phases. The first phase is judging. We watched slides of different horses and dis¬ 
ciplines. Then we placed them. Sandra got 4 th place in the junior group. Our second phase 
was slides. They would show us a picture and we would identify what they were showing 
us. (Anything from tack to parasites.) Our third phase was the written test. On the junior 
team Zach had good scores. However, he didn’t make it into the placing. The written test 
was a 100 question multiple choice test. Emily placed 1 st , Matthew placed 3 rd , and Maria 
placed 6 th . The team together placed 1 st . The fourth phase was stations. Stations is where the 
staff took us, 10 at a time, into a room with 10 stations. Every station had 10 images that 
we matched with their names. Some of the stations were bits, face and leg markings, parts 
of saddles, and behavior. We had two minutes at each station before time was up. Emily 
placed 3 rd . Maria placed 2 nd . The team got 2 nd . On the overall Hippology placing Maria got 
7 th and Emily got 1 st . Overall the team got 2 nd . Two members of our senior team were invited 
to Southern Regionals in Georgia.

Nitrate Poisoning in Livestock

Due to the extreme 
drought conditions through¬ 
out the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, it is important to be 
aware of nitrate poisoning that 
may occur as a consequence of 
nitrate accumulation in certain 
forages. Nitrate concentra¬ 
tions tend to be higher at the 
base of the plants, and higher 
in the stalks than the leaves. 
Grains, seeds and leaves do 
not accumulate significant ni¬ 
trate levels. Plants with high 
stem-to-leaf ratios are the 
most likely to cause nitrate in¬ 
toxication. 

Nitrate and nitrite poi¬ 
soning may be considered as 
one entity. When nitrates are 
ingested, they are reduced 
to nitrites in the rumen be¬ 
fore being absorbed from the 
digestive tract as microbial 
proteins. Nitrate poisoning in 
ruminants may occur as a re¬ 
sult of consumption of nitrate 
fertilizer or forage with a high 
nitrate content. Cattle with ac¬ 
cess to nitrate fertilizers, espe¬ 
cially when deprived of salt, 
may consume toxic quanti¬ 
ties. Cattle consuming plants 
containing excessive amounts 
of nitrates cannot convert the 
nitrates to protein quickly 
enough without accumula¬ 
tion of nitrite. It is the rapid 
formation and absorption of 
large quantities of nitrite that 
causes poisoning. 

Few plants normally con¬ 
tain high nitrate levels. Under 
normal growing conditions, 
roots of forage plants absorb 
nitrate from the soil. Shoot 
tissues then convert nitrate 
into plant protein. Under cer¬ 
tain conditions, such as high 
nitrate fertilization, drought, 
or sudden weather changes, 
plants can develop potential¬ 
ly dangerous nitrate levels. 


Highest levels of nitrate tend 
to be found in the stems where 
nitrate reduction normally oc¬ 
curs, and not in the leaves. 
Ensiled forage crops high in 
nitrates may have the nitrate 
content reduced by up to 60% 
with proper fermentation. 
There is little reduction of ni¬ 
trate in dried hay. Common 
crops in Kentucky that may 
accumulate nitrates include 
com, wheat, sudangrass, rye, 
millet, alfalfa, soybeans, and 
oats. Common weeds that are 
nitrate accumulators include 
ragweed, pigweed, thistle, 
bindweed, jimsonweed, and 
johnsongrass. These are not 
complete lists but these for¬ 
ages cause the most problems 
within the state. 

Nitrates in water sources 
may also poison livestock. 
Surface water or water from 
shallow wells may contain 
nitrates, especially if there is 
run-off from fertilized land 
contaminating the water. Both 
water and forage should be 
analyzed to ensure that total 
nitrate does not exceed toxic 
levels. 

Cause: Nitrates, when 
consumed more rapidly than 
they can be converted to pro¬ 
tein, enter the bloodstream as 
nitrite. The absorbed nitrites 
combine with hemoglobin 
of red blood cells to produce 
methemoglobin, a form inca¬ 
pable of transporting oxygen. 
Death occurs as methemo¬ 
globin levels approach 80%. 

Signs: The first sign of ni¬ 
trate poisoning is usually the 
sudden death of one or more 
animals. Oxygen deprivation 
(asphyxiation) results from 
the tying-up of hemoglobin. 
Signs include rapid, labored 
breathing; rapid, weak heart 
beat; staggering; muscle trem¬ 
ors; and recumbency (downer 
animal). Affected animals 
typically show signs of poi¬ 
soning within 6-8 hours after 
consumption of a toxic dose 


of nitrates. Examination of the 
mucous membranes, especial¬ 
ly the vaginal mucous mem¬ 
branes, may reveal a brownish 
discoloration that occurs well 
before other clinical signs. 
Venous blood also has a choc¬ 
olate brown discoloration. 
Death can occur within 2-10 
hours depending on the quan¬ 
tity and rate of absorption of 
nitrite and the amount of stress 
or forced exercise the animal 
is subjected to. Pregnant cows 
may abort following recovery 
from nitrate poisoning. 

Prevention: Nitrate fer¬ 
tilizer should be stored where 
cattle do not have access to it 
and accidental spills should be 
cleaned up promptly. Avoid 
grazing warm season grasses 
fertilized with high amounts 
of nitrogen when growth ceas¬ 
es due to drought or cold dam¬ 
age. Com should be properly 
ensiled at least 3 weeks and 
tested for nitrates before feed¬ 
ing. Do not green chop for¬ 
ages suspected to be high in 
nitrates. Cool season grasses 
and small grain pastures that 
have been heavily fertilized 
with nitrogen may be high in 
nitrates during early spring 
when cool, overcast days re¬ 
tard growth. All suspected 
forages should be tested for 
nitrate levels. Consult your 
County Extension Agent for 
Agriculture for information 
concerning sampling, sample 
preparation and location of 
a testing laboratory. Forage 
with high nitrate levels can 
be mixed with forage known 
to be low in nitrate to reduce 
the risk from feeding. Feeding 
low nitrate forage or hay be¬ 
fore turning cattle on to high 
nitrate forages will reduce the 
amount of nitrate consumed. 
Cattle have the ability to in¬ 
crease their tolerance to ni¬ 
trates in their diet with time. 
To aid in increasing this toler¬ 
ance, the diet should be suffi¬ 
cient in vitamin A and the trace 
minerals normally contained 
in trace mineral mix. A grad¬ 
ual increase in the total energy 
content of the ration enhances 
metabolism in the mmen and 
helps cattle tolerate higher ni¬ 
trate levels in their diet. 

Treatment: Animals 

showing signs of nitrate poi¬ 
soning should be removed 
from the source of toxicity and 
a veterinarian should be con¬ 
tacted immediately. Admin¬ 
istration of a 2% solution of 
methylene blue intravenously 
by the veterinarian will aid in 
converting methemoglobin 
back to hemoglobin. Mineral 
oil or other emollients may be 
given to protect the lining of 
the digestive tract. Vinegar 
given orally via stomach tube 
will help prevent nitrate re¬ 
duction in the rumen.

He already has a plaque 
alongside Muhammad Ali, 
Paul Hornung, Steve Cauthen, 
Wes Unseld, PeeWee Reese, 
John Unitas and a host of other 
Kentucky sports legends in the 
prestigious Kentucky Athletic 
Hall of Fame in Louisville. 

The honor this week is 
another thumb in the eye for the 
KHSAA. When the governing 
body introduced its inaugural 
class to the Dawahare’s High 
School Sports Hall of Fame in 
1988 the class of 26 included 
best of the best - minus one.

This 1800’s two story log structure was originally a tavern owned and operated by 
Cassum Morford. According to a history of Powersville compiled by Rosemary Lawson, 
the tavern became a favorite stop over for wagoners traveling from Augusta to Cynthiana 
carrying freight. In later years it bore a sign reading “Boarding House”. In 1919, Cassum 
Morford’s son, Nimrod Morford, bought his brother’s share of the property. After that, it 
served as a toll house for the KY 10 and 19 junction. In the 1950’s the structure served as 
a private home for G.T. and Betty Cummins and Martin and Sylvia Teegarden from the 
late 1970’s. In 1988 it became the home of Robert and Mary Cannon while he served as 
pastor of the Powersville Christian Church. Upon his leaving, the property was sold to the 
Powersville Christian Church. 

The structure was recently dismantled and the logs sold for use in a private home in 
Pendleton County.

Tara Tellman returns from 
archeological dig in Jordan

Tara Tellman recently 
returned from the trip of a 
lifetime to Amman, Jordan. 
The Kentucky Christian 
University Sophomore, 
majoring in Advanced Bib¬ 
lical Studies, made the trip 
with her Pentatuech Class 
Professor through a part¬ 
nership with Andrews Uni¬ 
versity in Michigan. They 
traveled from Chicago’s 
O’Hare airport with a lay¬ 
over in Frankfurt, Germa¬ 
ny to Amman. The group 
went for a three week ar¬ 
cheological dig at Tall Jalul 
to help unearth the biblical 
city of Heshbon. During 
their visit from May 17 th 
to June 8 th , Jordan had a 
dry heat without humid¬ 
ity, they would still arise 
at 4 a.m. to leave by 5 a.m. 
Mondays through Friday 
so they could dig while it 
was breezy and cool. After 
12:30, they would return 
to their hotel, shower, eat, 
and begin the washing of 
any pottery shards they 
had unearthed. When they 
returned to the dig site the 
following day, workers 
would begin the process of 
dating the pottery. Digging 
at Tall Jalul has been go¬ 
ing on for the last 20 years. 
While there, her roommate 
was able to help uncover a 
continuation of a wall of 
the largest water reservoir 
in Jordan. 

While in Jordan, they 
stayed at the Mariam Ho¬ 
tel in Madaba and did a 
lot of sight seeing during 
the evening hours and on 
weekends. The hotel is 
owned by a Christian fam¬ 
ily that has a long history 
with the area. As most of 
Jordan is fairly modern¬ 
ized and English is taught 
in their schools, the group 
encountered very little of a 


language barrier. Although, 
when the Jordanian people 
interacted with each other, 
the group was hindered by 
not knowing the language. 

One of Tara’s favorite 
places was Petra. She was 
able to stand where the Trea¬ 
sury was filmed in the Indi¬ 
ana Jones movie. They en¬ 
joyed hiking around Petra for 
12 hours, and riding donkeys 
and camels. 

When most people heard 
the group was traveling to a 
Muslim country, thoughts 
of 911 and terrorists were 
brought to mind. The group 
was refreshed to see Mus¬ 
lims and Christians interact¬ 
ing in a positive way. They 
were quite awe struck with 
the beauty of the Call to 
Prayer that was issued from 
Call Towers in the Mosque. 


Five times during the day, 
they heard beautifully 
sung prayers and consider 
it an incredible experience. 
They were able to stand on 
Mt. Nebo, the site where 
Moses gave his last hurrah 
as he was not permitted to 
enter the Promised Land. 
As she stood where God 
buried Moses and could 
see the Dead Sea, the Jor¬ 
dan River and beyond into 
Israel, it brought a fresh 
perspective to the scripture 
and brought it all to life.
